The State college is now one of 
the best institutions of learning in 
the South, and is excelled by few in 
the North and East. Prominent 
educators from the North and East 
have said that there a. e colleges in 
their sections which have far great- 
er reputations away from home 
than the State college of Kentucky, 
but which are not near so well 
equipped as the State college, and 
the courses of instruction of which 
are not near so thorough. 

school is maintained by the 
and a certain number 
every county are entitled to 
tuition in the school every 
year. Each legislative district is 
entitled to select and send to the 
college each year one properly pre- 
pared student, free from all charges 
for tuition, matriculation fees, 
room rent, fuel and lights, and to 
have all the advantages and privi- 
leges of the college and domitories 
free, except board. The student is 
entitled, free of any cost whatever, 
to the benefits enumerated in the 
foregoing for the term of years nec- 
essary to complete the course of 
study in which the student matri- 
culates for graduation, or during 
good behavior. All beneficiaries of 
the State who continue as stu- 
dents of the consecutive collegiate 
year, or' ten months, unless una- 
voidably prevented, are also enti- 
titled to their necessary traveling 
expenses in going to and returning 
from the college. The selection of 
students is made by the county 
superintendent after competitive 
examination on subjects prepared 
by the faculty of the college 
transmitted by the county superin- 
tendent. The competitive examin; 
tions are open to all persons b 
tween the ages of fourteen and 
twenty-four years. 

In addition tothe students allowed 
from each legislative district, teach- 
ers or persons preparing to teach 
may enter the college at the rate 
of not more than four from each 
county, upon the same conditions, 
receiving the same benefits and 
have the same privileges in the 
college as those granted to the stu- 
dents from the legislative districts. 
The appointments are vested in the 
county superintendent, and they 
must be certified to the president of 
the college at any time between July 
1 and December 31.
